THE FINEST TOMB IN THE 
WORLD.

The most maonlfleent mauso- 
leum in the world Is at Agra, 
India. It was built by Em- 
peror Shah Jehan, In the sev- 
enteenth century, In honor of 
his favorite queen. It la built 
entirely of marble and brick, 
and is adorned Internally with 
exquisite mosaica of precious 
stones.

DOLLAR STAKE 



Is The Big Feature of the Horse 
Shew At Kentucky State 
Fair In September 



FAMOUS HORSES WILL BE SEEN 



This Big Event is for Hve-Qaited dad- 
die Horses Under Three Years Old 
— Thirteen Nominations Have 
Been Made. 



The horse show, as usiial, will be a 
feature at the Kentucky State Fair 

this year. The list of events to be 
decided during the week of the fair is 
headed by the |1,000 stake for live- 
salted saddle horses, three-year-olds 
and over, entries to which closed July 
1. With the exception of one other 
stake of the same value this is the 
richest saddle horse stake to be con- 
tested in America this year and be- 
cause of this fact the entries closed 
July 1 with thirteen nominations, the 
largest iiuuiber ever entered for 
this stake. Of the thirteen nomina- 
tfona made they represent eleven 
owners and it is certain that at least 
eleven will be shown in the big stake, 
which will be decided Friday night of 
the fair. Among those who nominated 
in the rich prize are Powhattan Wool- 
ridge, Louisville, one entry; P. W. 
Ray, Bowling Green, two entries; The 
Undulata Farm of Col. Harry Weis- 
finger of Shelbyville, two entries; Ball 
Brothers, Verstilles, one entry; Col- 
lins & Redmond and Allie G. Jones, 
North Middletown, one entry each; J. 
L. <Nichol a Son, Woodbum, one en- 
try; Mrs. Richard Tasker Lowndes, 
Danville, one entry; Robert E. More 
land, I^exington; Hickman & Ormsby. 
Louisville, and Matlack & Shropshire, 
Winchester, one entry each. 

While the horses to be shown will 
not be named until September 1st, the 
list of eligibles include such star per- 
formers as Kentucky's Choice, Nicoll 
Plate, Maud King, Roosevelt, Nazim- 
na, Undulata Chief, Major Dare, Sadie 
Macey, Haael Dawn, Rezall Prince, 
Princess V, and othera of equal merit. 

While the entries to the big stake 
closed July 1 with thirteen nomina- 
tions the nominators did not have to 
make known the name of their starters 
in the race until the night of Sep 
tember 1, thirteen days in advance of 
the date of the stake, and previous to 
that time nominators have the privi- 
lege of disposing of their nominations 
to other owners. With this condition 
it Is expected that several of the 
prominent saddle horse f)wnors of the 
East will take advantage of an op- 
portunity of purchasing a nomination 
from <me of those who have made two 
nominations to the stake with a view 
of getting their horsos in the stake. 
In fact should any owner decide be- 
fore Suptcrr.ber 1 that hi.s eligible was 
not in condition to compete for the 
stake he will have an opportunity of 
disposing of his nomination to an- 
other, and as many of the most famous 
saddlers each season are usually de- 
veloped between July 1 and September 
1 it is certain the $1,000 stake will be 
contested for by the l>eat in the eoon* 
try. 

Other events for three and five- 
gaited saddle horses as well as for 
light harness horses insures the horse 
show at the State Fair this year will 
prove one of the greatest attractions 
In the history of the fair. '

This is having — it has had — its ef- 
fect, and the result is, farmers are now 
posted on poultry profits. They will 
continue to be poated, and those who 
have been operating incnbatora will 
go hack to hen incubation only when 
they return to the old custom of 
treading out the grain with oxen — 
only when they are prepared to put 
the cream separator on the shelf. 

Poultrymen who are in the business 
commercially — ^whose lining depends 
upon the profits — would as soon think 
of threshing the grain with the old- 
time flail as they would of hatching 
chicks or ducklings with hens or 
ducks.

Greenville, N. C— Three children 
are dead as the result of a simple re- 
quest of their mother to throw a hen 
off its nest, two dying from the effects 
of rattlesnake bites and the other be- 
ing neglected long enough by the 
mother to fall into a tub of water 
and drown. The three children died 
the same day and were buried in the 
same grave. Only the father and mo- 
ther of the family survive. 

Mrs. George Adams, the mother, 
was in the yard doing some washing 
when a hen, sitting on a nearby nest, 
squawked. Mrs. Adams told the eld- 
est of the three children, all of whom 
were playing in the yard, to throw the 
hen off its nest. The oldest boy, aged 
eight, thrust his hand into the nest 
without looking. He drew it out 
quickly, declaring that the hen had 
pecked him. 

The next oldest boy, making fnn of 

his brother Hor his timidity, ran his 
hand Into the nest. He screamed al- 
most immediately, sayinc that the 
hen bit him also. 

The mother, alarmed, rushed to the 
nest and saw the snake coiled inside. 
Frantically she tried to do something

M. Spencer 
of Van, Mo., in the Missouri Valley 
Farmer. It is waterproof, bat gives 
free circulation of air.

Stone Found Near Dundee, Scotland, 
Believed to Mark Spot Where 
Draflon Was Slain. 

Dundee, Scotland. — ^A sculptured 
stone locally called the Martine, or 
Dragon's Stane, is supposed to mark 
the spot where In ancient days a llwce 
fight took place between a yoong man 
named Hakin and a dragon, the lat- 
ter being killed In the struggle, says 
a writer In the Strand. The scene of 
the encounter is located about six 
miles north of Dundee, near to the 
base of the Sidlaw Hill, and In the 
parish of Mains and Strathmartine. 
The legend is most interesting, and Is 
as follows: A farmer in the district, 
who was blessed with nine lovely 
daughters, one day sent one of them to 
a neighboring well to fetch him a 
draught of water. As she did not re- 
turn, another was sent to learn the 
cause of the delay. Neither of them 
returning, daughter after daughter 
was sent, until the whole nine had 
been dispatched. The father, becom- 
ing alarmed at the non-return of his 
daughters, then set ofF himself to learn 
the cause of their delay. On arriving 
at the spot, he was horrified at the 
spectacle which met his gaze. His 
nine daughters lay dead at the well 
and a large dragon was throwing Its 
slimy folds around them. The reptile, 
on seeing the father, hissed londly, 
and would have made short work of 
him also, had he not saved himself by 
flight. He, however, aroused the whole 
neighborhood, and the people tanked 
ont In a state of great firii^t A 
young man, the sweetheart of one of 
the dead girls, boldly attacked the 
dragon, which took to flight, hotly 
pursued by the gallant youth. Tho 
dragon wriggled its way toward the 
hills, and was ultimately overtaken by 
the youth in a field near the Bldlaws, 
where he killed It outright.

Mr. I. F . Chanslor, aged 68. 'died 
suddenly at his home on the Mayeville 
pike, one-half mile sooth of town, Sat- 
urday aftemoan at ;6 :80 o'clock. Mr. 
Chanslor was apparently in good 
health and had attended to his farm 
datiaa all during the day. On Friday 
evening he ate a light supper and Sat- 
urday be complained of laeling badly. 
At noon, however, he ate a hearty din- 
ner. In the afternoon his daughter. 
Miss Florence, came to town, going 
to the fsmilv p lysieian. Dr. Huffman, 
procured medicine for him, which, 
however.^WdS not to IM taken until 
bedtime. 

After Mr. Cliarislor had done his eve- 
ning farm work, he went to the house 
and as sunper was not leaHy, lay down 
on the couch in his room. A little 
later one of his daughters went to him 
and found him heavily asleep. She 
made a slight unsuccessful attempt to 
arouse him, but failing to do so, was 
not particIarJy alarmed. A little later 
two of the[d iUghtersjwcrs seated un the 
veiatida, he was hetrl, as they 
thought, to sneeze, and one of them 
went to him and found him dea(). 

The family phvsician. Dr. Huffman, 
was hastily summoned. Mr. Chanslor 
has been subject to attacks of indiges- 
I tion for several years, but recently 
these attacks were less frequent and 
his general condition was tlwaght to 
be much improved. 

He was a native of Mason county, 
and one of a iarge family, being born 
near Sardis. Early in life he was 
united in aianiaflre to Miss Jane Rach- 
ael Reese and began life as a farmer 
near Shannon. For a time lie was an 
extensive dealer in tobacco and bogs. 
In 1838 he sold his Mason county faim 
to Mr. H. U. Watson and purchased 
the Robert McClellan faim near Mil- 
lersburg. 

Since coming to Bourbon he has con- 
finedihis attentions almost entirely to 
farming and gardening. He was the 
father of eight children, six daugh- 
ters, Mesdames Frank Armstrong, 
Maysville, Berry Bedford, Lexington, 
T. K. Wilson, Robertson Station, 
Misses Anna, Florence and Lillian 
Chanslor, at home two sons, Messrs. 
W. T. Chanslor. Little Rock, and L F. 
Chanslor, Jr., Maysville. 

He united with the Methodist 
Church early in life, and while a resi- 
dent of Mason County was an officer in 
the old Shannon diareb. fiis wife pre- 
ceded him to the grave the latter part 
of August. 1911.^ 

Tbe funeral took place Monday af 
ternoon at 4 o'clock from his late resi- 
dence. Rev. W. A.Swift, of tha^Meth- 
odisc Chardi, officiating, assiatad by 
Dr. C. C Pialiar. The remains were 
taken this morning to Maysville and 
from Inhere to Shannon cemetery, 
where they were laid to rest by the 
side of those of his wife.

They were bsught 
at 18 par hundred. 

—Greater aetivitf liaa been noticed 
among tobacco warebonM men daring 
the paat week in thia State than ever 
before, and the IndieatioiM point to 
Louisville warehouse men controlling 
the large wareiiooses in Kentucky. 
The two largest warebooses in Lex- 
ington have been taken over, the Inde- 
pendent Warehouse at Maysville has 
been pnrchased, and option "has been 
secured on the Frankfort Warehouse, 
and the Farmers' Loose Leaf Ware- 
house, in Carrol'ton, has been bought 
by the Louisville Tobaccu vV-^r iioj e 
Company. 

The report is that some of the ware- 
houses will be closed, but little cre- 
dence has teen given such a report. 
The activity of the Louisville tobacco 
men does not discourege the Equity 
planters, for plans are now on foot to 
erect large warehouses in many, if 
not all, of the large tobacco centers in 
the burley district.

Garth Fund Beneficiaries. 

The Garth Fund Commissioners, 
composed of Messrs. John T. Collins, 
of North Middletown, and Claude M. 
Thomas and Emmett M. Dickson, of 
Paris, submitted their report to the 
Fiscal Coort, Thnrsday. 

In thdr report the Commisaimers 
state that they ha^e earefnlly examined 
the old beneficiaries who applied for 
assistance from the fund, aa well as a 
number of new applicants. 

In commenting on the work accom- 
plished be the applicants the report 
says that several of the boys have 
made excellent progress, while some 
are apparently not appreciative of the 
opportunity given them. The report 
states that these boys have been notified 
by the Commissioners that they must 
make commendable progress the coming 
year or they will not again be assisted. 

The Commissioners state that in the 
future the number of beneficiaries will 
be reduced, and that larger amounts 
will be paid those who are worthy, and 
who appreciate the advantages extended 
to them. These boys will be chosen 
strictly by the grade attained upon 
examination, and by their reports from 
the schools attended during the previous 
year. 

The report further states that in the 
opinion of the Commissioners, that of 
the entire number of applicants for the 
Garth Fund during each year, only 
eight or ten in the l<Mig mn prove 
worthy, and they say that on tiiat ac- 
count the nnmlMNr of new i^kpHcants 
accepted annually should be reduced 
largely, and a larger sum of money 
appropriated to the hard working and 
worthy applicants. 

The Commissioners selected twenty- 
three old i)eneticiaries for the coming 
year, aj)pri)priating the sum of $1,685 
! for their use, while the new a[)plicants 
j number eleven, w ho were aripropriatecl 
! the sum of $310, making a total of 
thirty-four young men being educated 
by the Garth Fund, entailing an expense 
in the sum of $1.9'.>5.
